SPEECH 


PARLIAMENT. 
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My Lords, and you the Knightt, Cutizens and Burgeſſes 
of the Howſe of Comment, 

Is Majeſty had reaſon to exped; 
That He ſhould haye met you 
with the Olive-Branch of Peace : 
His Naval Preparations, greater 
"then in any former years, toge-- 
ther with the Land Forces He 
had ready for any Occafion , gave Him affurance 
to obtain it before this time. And the rather, 
becauſeHis aims were not Conquz5F. unleſs by ob- 
ſtinacy inforced ; Bur His Condeſcentions at the 
Freaty have been ſo great, "That the very Me- 
diators have declared they were not reaſonably 

B to 
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to be refuſed. He could not be King of Great 
Britain Without ſecuring the Dominios and 
Property of His Own Seas; The firſt by an 
Article clear, and not elufory of the Flags ; 
The other by an Article, that preſerved the 
right of the Fiſhing , but gave the Dutchper- 
miſſhon, as Tenants, under a ſmall Rent, to en- 
joy , and cohtinue that gainful Trados upon His 
Coalts. The King was obliged, for < Secu- 
rity of a laſting Peace, as alſo by the Laws of 
Gratitude» and Relation , to ſce the Howſe of 
Orange ſetled, and the Loveitein, that Carthbagi- 
nian party, brought down. Neither in this did 
the King inſiſt beyond what was moderate, and 
agreeable to their Government : And what the 
Prince's anceſtors enjoyed amongſt them. Be- 
ſides theſe, there was neceſſary to the 'Trade of 
Eneland, that there ſhould be a fair AdjuStment 
of Commerce in the Eait-Indies ; where the 
Kings Demands were reaſonable, and according 
to the Law of Nations ; and their Prattice of 
lare years hath been Exorbitant, and Oppreſsive, 
ſuitable on ely to their Power and Intereſt, and 
deftrufive, it continued, to our Eait-India-Com- 
pany. Theſe were all, of any moment, the 
King inſiſted on ; as judging aright That that 
Peace that was reaſonable, juſt, and fair to both 
parties, would be ſacred and durable. And that 
by this means He ſhould depreſs the Intereſt, 
and Reputation of that Loveſtein party amongſt 
them, who ſucked in with their milk an inve« 
terate hatred to England, and tranſmit it to 
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Sdth+ 4. 
their poſterity, as ' a diſtinguiſhing Charafter ; 
wherein they placetheir Loyalty ro their Country. 

_ Inrecurn to this Candid, and fair proceeding on 
the Kings part , His Majeſty aſſures you, he hath 
received nothing, but the moſt ſcornful, and con- 
temptuous treatment imaginable , Papers dcliver- 
ed in to the Mediators, owned by them to be 
ſtuffed with ſo unhandſome Language, cnat they 
were aſhamed, and refuſed to ſhew them : Ne- 
ver agreeing to any Article about the Flagg, 
chat was clear or plain : Refuſing any Article of 
the Fiſhing, but ſuch a one, as might {ſell them 
the right of Inheritance , for an incoaſiderable 
ſum of money 5 though it be a Royalty ſo in- 
berent in the Crown of England , that [ may ſay, 
( with His Majeſties pardon for the Expreſsion ) 
He canno ſell ic. The Article of the Prince of 
Orange » and the Adjuſtment of the Eat India' 
Trade had neither ot them any better flicceſs ; 
And to make all of a piece, they have this laſt - 
week ſent a Trumpetter with an Addreſs to Hi: 
Majeſty, being a deduction of their ſeveral Offer: 
of Peacez as they call them , and their deſires fo: 
ic now; bur it is both in the Penning and th: 
Timeing of its plainly an a= ro His Maje- 
ſties People againſt Himſelf ; And the King hath 
commanded me to tell you, He is reſolved to 
joyn iſſue with them, and Print both their 
Addreſs, and His Anſwer , that His People and 
the World may ſee how notorious falſhoods 
and ſlights they endeavour to put upon Him: 
In 


In 4 wotd, in England, and in all otber Places, 
and to all orher: Perſons of the World , chey Ce- 
clare they offer all things to obtain a Peace from 
the King of Evgland :. But to Himſelf, His Mini- 
fters, the Mediators, or Hi Pleniporentiaties , it 
may with confidence and truth'be athemed, that to 
this day ; nay even in this laſt Addrefs they have 
offered nothing. They defire the: Kings SubjeRs 
would believe they beg for Peace, whilſt their 3ruc 
requeſt is , onely to be permitted to! be once *Ma- 


Ters of the Seas ; Which: they hope, iÞthey can 


ſubſiſt at Land, length'of time may give them :: 
And if once got; is never to be [pit ; Nor can it be 
bought by any State or Empire, at-too great 4 rate. 


And what Security their Agreement with us in Re- 


ligion will afford, when they ſhall have the Pow- 
er, former Inſtances may give Demonitration of 
fo Intere$ts have often ſecured thePeace of dif- 

ing Religions, but agreeing Profeſſions ' hath 
hardly an example of preſerving the Peace 'of 
different Interests. 

This being the true and natural ſtare of things, 
His Majeity doth with grear aſſurance throw him- 
{cf into the Arms of Tou Hu Parliament, for a $up- 
ply ſuitable to this great Aﬀair He'is engaged in. 
When you cor {1der we are an Tſland, 'tis not Riches 
nor Greatneſs we contend for, yet thoſemuſt atrend 
theSucceſs ; But 'tis our very Beings are in queſtion: 
We fight pro ar Q& foci in this War, We ate no 
longer Freemen, being Iſlanders, and Neighbours, if 
they Maiter uw at Sea. Theres not ſolawfulor com- 
mendable a jealoufie in the World; as an Engliſh- 


mans 


mans, of the growing Grearneſs of att)” Brince or 
State a4 Sea, If you permit the Seas our Briti 
Wife, to. be raviſhed, an erernal mark of '7nfawy 
will ftick upon w ; Therefore 1 am commanded 
earnellly ro recommend to younort onely the P#o- 
portion, but the Time of the Supply. Forunleſs you . 
think of it early, ic will not be ſerviceable to rhe 
chick end of ſerting out a Fleet betimes' the next 
Spr ing; ; ws: 0 Ee | 

As for the next part of the Kings Speech, I cart 
add nothing to: what His Majeſty hath'ſaid; For 
as to Religion, and Property, His heart is with your 
beart, perfe#ly with your heart; He hath nor' yer 
learned to deny you any thing ; and 'He believes 
your }iſdom and Moderation is ſuch , He never 
ſhall. He asks of you to be at Peace in Him, as 
He is in You, and He ſhall.zever deceive you. 

There is one word more, I am commanded to 
ſay concerning that Debt is owing co che Goſd- 
ſmiths. . The King holds himſelf in Honour and 
Conſcience obliged to ſee them ſatisfied. Beſides, 
you all know how many Widows,Orphans, and par- 
ticular perſons , this publick Calamity hath over- 
taken ; and how hard, it is, that ſo diſproportionable 
a burthen ſhould fall upon them, evendd@ their ut- 
ter Ruine. The whole Caſe is io wglland gene» 
rally known, that I need ſay norire. YMr great 
Wiſdoms hath not done it at the firſt, peradventure 
that > Trade of the Banker might” be ſuppreſ- 
ſed ; which end is new attained. So that now 
your great Goodneſs may reſtore to thoſe poor peo- 
ple, and the many innocent ones that are concern- 
cd with them, ſome life and aflurance of Payment 
in a competent time. :
